G. S. R. 675(E) .—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-secdon (x) of section 35 of the 
Indian Porta Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) the Central Government hereby makes the following Order 
to amend the Port of Calcutta Pilotage and Other Services (Fees) Order, 1975, namely :—
